How to send money to a soldier in France in case of need, has puz- 


7.101! many parents and relatives of members of the American expeditionary 
forces. There are .several ways, but n certain and easy one is to use United 
States posta' money orders. They can be cashed readily and easily by any 
payee. Here is the way to do it, according to an official statement by Post- 
master W. B. Carlil* of Chicago: 


"Money orders issued in the United States payable to members of the 


American expeditionary forces are made out on domestic forms precisely the 
same as if they were drawn on o Hi cos In this country and domestic fees only 
are charged therefor. 
Such orders are all drawn on 'U. S. Army Postal 


Service without indicating the name of any post office abroad. 


"The orders are, of course, delivered to the remitters to be mailed by 


them to the payee precisely the same as any other mail would be addressed. 
It is necessary, however, in any such case that the remitter furnish the full 
military description of the payee, that is, the company, regiment and branch 
of-the service to which he is attached. 


"There are many branches of the U. S. army postal service and a money 


order drawn thereon is payable at any of them. It should be explained, how- 
ever, that the postal service in France has been militarized, which means that 
the distribution of the mail has been taken over by the military authorities. 
The post office department distributes and pouches the mail in the United 
States, but the war department carries it on its transports and distributes 
it to the soldiers abroad: The entire administration of the money order 
service still remains, however, under the post office department. 


"The secretary of war has explained that owing to the fact that the 


military units were moving constantly from place to place, the changes being 
concealed from everybody except the particular commanding officer, it was 
necessary to let the mail follow the distribution of supplies. No doubt the 
soldiers at the front to whom a money order is delivered will turn the order 
over to the company mail orderly to have it collected and the amount thereof 
given to him. This office was informed some time ago that the payments were 
made in France in the money of that country."

Weather men define a tornado as a 


violent windstorm, with rain or hail,

around a central core, while the whole 
storm travels across the country in a 
narrow path at high speed. The thun- 
der and the whirling motion have giv- 
en -rise to two theories of the deriva- 
tion of the word, as to whether it is 
derived from the Spanish "tornada," a 
thunderstorm, or from the Latin "torn- 
are," to turn. 


A cyclone, In the definition of the 


weather bureau, is not necessarily a 
windstorm of great velocity, but rath- 
er a widespread storm that moves with 
no great speed. Its width may cover 
several states. This cyclone, or area 
of low pressure—indicated as "low" on 
the weather map—gives conditions es- 
sential to tornadoes. Many cyclones 
never develop a tornado, but a tornado 
never develops without the cyclone, 
and almost ".nvariably the tornadoes oc- 
cur in the southeast quarter of the 
low area. 
About 120 cyclones pass 


across the United States each year, 
moving in a general way from west to 
east. They are of great benefit be- 
cause they induce movement of surface 
air from the south and southeast, and 
the rainfall that makes the great in- 
terior valleys a rich agricultural region 
is dependent upon these 
southerly, 


moisture-bearing winds. 


Practically all of the cyclones of the 


warm season give rise at some time or 
place to thunderstorms or hail or vio- 
lent winds. These winds may be vio- 
lent enough to cause destruction, but 
unless they have the whirling column 
of air they are not tornadoes.

East it is not always easy to distin- 
guish the funnel-shaped cloud, but the 
lay of the debris after a storm will 
tell whether there has been a twist- 
ing motion. 


Tornadoes almost invariably move 


in an easterly direction and generally 
from southwest to northeast The av- 
erage length of the path of destruction 
is about 25 miles, and this path may 
not be continuous, if the funnel cloud is 
not In contact with the earth during its 
whole course.

They are of great benefit be­ 
cause they induce movement of surface 
air from the south and southeast, and 
the rainfall that makes the great in­ 
terior valleys a rich agricultural region 
is dependent upon these southerly, 
moisture-bearing winds. 
Practically all of the cyclones of the 
warm season give rise at some time or 
placo to thunderstorms or hail or vio­ 
lent winds. 
These winds may be vio­ 
lent enough to cause destruction, but 
unless they have the whirling column 
of air they are not tornadoes. 
In the 
East it is not always easy to distin­ 
guish the funnel-shaped cloud, but the 
lay of the debris after a storm will 
tell whether there has been a twist­ 
ing motion. 
Tornadoes almost Invariably move 
in an easterly direction and generally 
from southwest to northeast. The av­ 
erage length of the path of destruction 
is about 25 miles, and this path may 
not be continuous, if the funnel cloud is 
not In contact with the earth during its 
whole course. 
Sometimes it rises and 
goes for a considerable distance before 
descending again. 


both as to money cost and the other 
factors. 
To the farmer such data 
should prove valuable, indeed, espe­ 
cially in determining what part of his 
living comes from the farm. 
If the accounts have been complete­ 
ly kept, the household expenses are 
easily assembled from the cash rec­ 
ord, inventory and record of supplies 
used. Nothing in the realm of figures 
is more likely to astonish the average 
farm family than a summary of the 
household costs. 
The farm furnishes 
the family a house to live in. milk, 
butter, cream,- eggs, pork, fowls, fuel, 
vegetables and fruit, and often a great 
many other things. 
Yet the farmer 
often does not think of all these un­ 
less they are set before him. 
If he 
breaks even on the year he is likely 
to think there is no profit in the busi­ 
ness when, in fact, he may have been 
living much better than the average 
city business man of like education, 
attainments and capital. 
All these things may have to be 
seen to be believed, but a well-kept 
set of records, by adequate handling, 
can be made to show them.

MEALS FOR'THE DAY. 


In these days of conservation 
of 
wheat, the breakfast helps one meal 
to pass with little com­ 
ment or a great deal of 
planning. 
Wc have any

A

well- 
Vookod oatmeal with lop 
milk or thin cream will 
r>e all the children will care for. 
The 
older members of the family will prob­ 
ably like muilins or griddle cakes with 
a cupful of coffee. 
Most delicious, 
fluffy corn flour cakes can be made 
by using one beaten egg, a half-tea* 
spoouful of salt, a cupful of sour milk; 
the richer the better, and a half-tea* 
spoonful of soda; stir in enough corn 
flour to make it of the consistency 
liked for cakes. 
The thinner they will 
cook and turn well the more delicate 
is the texture of the cake. 
Serve 
those with maple sirup or corn sirup 
and the family will ask for them again 
and again. 
Fried cornmeal 
mush 
is 
another 
good and substantial breakfast dish 
“which will stay by“ until* another 
meal. 
Bits of meat, chopped dried 
fruit like dates and figs or nuts, are 
all good to add to it and Increase the 
food value of the dish. 
Vegetables, because’ of their bulk, 
are most necessary and should form 
a large part of the food of the entire 
family after it is out of the milk stage. 
Vegetables are rich in mineral salts 
and vegetable acids as well as the 
wonderful and /little known, growth 
determinants. 
“An onion a day keeps 
the doctor away.” 
If the women who 
are an ounce overweight would cut 
out one meal a day or eat very lightly 
at luncheon and not gormandize at

Prices of 
land in Western Canada are still ad­ 
vancing, and will continue to advance 
until, of course, the limit is reached— 
when lentrns will warrant no further 
increase. 
That day is not far distant. 
But, in tin* meantime, there are large 
tracts of land owned by land compa­ 
nies and private individuals that have 
not felt the advance that has been 
shown in other districts.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


An amendment to section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylva- 
nia, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Sen- 
ate-and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same. That 
the following amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania be, and the same Is hereby, pro- 
posed in accordance with the provisions 
of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
That section one of article nine, which 
reads as follows: 
"All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws; but the General As- 
sembly may, by general laws, exempt 
from taxatidn public property used for 
public purposes, actual places of religious 
worship, places of burial not used or held 
for private or corporate profit, and insti- 
tutions" of purely 
public charity," be 
amended so as to read as follows: 
All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, 
and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws, and the subjects of 
of taxation may be classified for the pur- 
pose of levying graded or progressive 
taxes; but the General Assembly may, 
by general laws, exempt from taxation 
public property used for public purposes, 
actual places of religious worship, places 
of burial not used or held for private or 
corporate profit, and institutions of pure- 
ly public charity. 
Section 2. Said proposed amendment 
•hall be submitted to the qualified elect- 
ors of the State, at the general election 
to *e held on Tuesday next following the 
first Monday of November in the year 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, for the 
purpose of deciding upon the approval 
and ratification or the rejection of said 
amendment. Said election shall be open: 
ed held and closed upon said election 
day, at the places and within the hours 
at and within which said election is di- 
rected to be opened, held and closed, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
laws of Pennsylvania governing elections, 
and amendments thereto. Such amend- 
ment shall be printed upon the ballots 
in the form and manner prescribed by 
the election laws of Pennsylvania, and 
shall in all respects conform to the re- 
auirement of such laws.

Farm Production Grows 


Eilimited GroM Value of Wealth Produced on Finn in 1917 Exceeds 
Nineteen BilÜon Dollars 
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Frci Range Is Best for Chickens, but They Can Be Kept Successfully In Small 
Yards in the City. 
• 
In most pi a cos whs*ro poultry is kopt it is necessary to have yards inclosed 
by suitable fences which will confine the birds. When it is possible, however, 
to allow the chickens to have free range, this is the best and most economical 
way of keeping them. 
Fences dividing the land into yards increase the cost of equipment, labor 
and maintenance, and there should be as few fences as possible, as land enn bo 
cultivated and kopt sweet more easily if not fenced, and the value of l’resli, 
sweot land for poultry can hardly bo overestimated. A grass sward can bo 
maintained on good soil by allowing 200 to U50 square feet of land per bird 
(217 or 174 birds to the acre), while more space is necessary on poor or light 
land. 
A larger number of fowl« are usually kopt to the acre where double 
yards are used, and the land 
frequently < ’.lHivated. 
Plymouth Rocks and 
the heavy meat birds in small yards ¡require fences five to six feet high, while 
a fence six to seven foot high is neef-s-ary. for Leghorns. The upper two foot 
of the fence for the latter may be incMucd inward at an angle of 30 degrees, or 
a strand or two of barbed wire may be* used on top of the rogulrr wire to help 
keep them confined, while it is sometime- necessary to clip the flight feathers 
of one wing of those birds which persist in getting out. It is not advisable to 
use a board or strip along the top of the fence, as lions will often fly over one 
so constructed.

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Flunky Wastes Own Time 
as Well as That of Others 


Following the items of the census of 1010, the United States department of 
Agriculture has estimated the gross value of the wealth produced on farms in 
1017 to bo $19,444,000,000. This is divided Into a total of $13,011,000,000 for all 
crops and $5,833,000,000 for animal products and animals sold off farms a*(l 
slaughtered on farms. Such totals as these, even though they represent gross 
values, would have been regarded as fabulous before 1916. 
The census total of wealth production on farms is $2,500,000,000 for 1889, 
$4,700,000,000 for 1899, und $8,GOO,000,000 for 1909, nnd’the estimate for 1915 Is 
$10,800,000,000. 
These numbers, being dollars und not quantities of product, 
are the resultant of two factors, production and price, and hence, as gauges of 
the productiveness of the agricultural Industry, may be above or below the fact. 
In the ordinary course of events, many years must have elapsed before the 
products of farms W’ould reacli the stupendous aggregate gross value of 1917. 
The average increase per year from 1889 to 189?) was $226,000,000; from 1899 
to 1909, $384,000,000; from 1909 to 1915, $370,000,000, and from 1899 to 1915, 1C 
years, $379,000,000. At the average annual rate of in«rease for the 10 years, 
not until 1938 would the gross value of 1917 be reached, computed as an in­ 
crease over 1915. Mainly due to increase of price since 1915, the calendar has 
been anticipated by 21 years. 
In the continuous annual record, extending back 21 years, 1911 is the only 
J ! year with a decline in total gross value of farm products wiien compared with 
tho preceding year, and that year was one with lowf production. A year that 
hardly exceeded the preceding one wTas 1914, when .the price of cotton was 
demoralized by the W’ar. By the end of 1915 the prices of most farm products 
w*ere still nearly on the plane of 1914, with crop production 7 per cent above; 
and the total gross value of farm production wras $10,775,000,000, a gain of 
nearly a billion dollars over either 1913 or 1914. 
Then followed a rapid ascent of prices of farm products, and the weighted 
index for the prices of principal crops in December, 1910, wras 56 per cent above 
1915, so that, although the crop production was 14 per cent less, the total gross 
value of farm production wfas $13,406,000,000, or 25 per cent above 1915, itself 
the topmost year at that time. 
The performance of 1916 in farm wealth production, unprecedentedly large 
though it was, W’as a puny precursor of 1917. The price index number of the 
principal crops of this year is 35 per cent above 1916 and 111 per cent above 
1915, and complicated with this enormous factor is a crop production that is 12 
per cent above 1916. Hence it is that the grand aggregate of $13,611,000,000 is 
reached as the gross value of the farm crop production of 1917, and of $19,- 
444,000,000 as the total of all production. 
Caution is given by the department of agriculture against accepting this 
total of $19,444,000,000 as the amount of the farmers’ cash income, and also 
against regarding it as a net income. There are duplication and triplication of 
value and also omitted items; cost of production must L ‘ considered, and cer­ 
tainly for 1916 and 1917 a soaring cost has couiplicated the problem. It is a 
gross income in a vague, undofmablo, intangible sense, w hich cannot be reduced 
* to a net income, nor net wealth production, by any process.

Provisions of the War Tax 
on Parcel Post Packages 


The w?ar tax act of October 3, 1917, 
Imposes a stamp tax on parcel post 
packages as follows: 
“Upon every 
parcel or package transported from one 
point in the United States to another 
by parcel post on whMi the postage 
amounts of 25 cents or more, a 
tax of one cent for each 25 cents or 
fractional part thereof charged. for 
such transportation, to be p#aid by the 
consignor. 
No such parcel or pack­ 
age shall be transported until a stamp 
or ’stamps representing the tax due 
shall have been affixed thereto.” This 
is not an amendment of tho postal 
laws but a special war tax based on 
postage rates. 
There is no w>ar tax 
on parcel post packages on which the 
postage is less than 25 cents.

*War, with its greedy demands, 10

tended forests of Europe. 
Even in 
England, which has been protected by, 
its fleet from Invasion, the ax of the 
woodman Is making great changes in 
the appearance of the landscape. He* 
ports sny that the beautiful w?ood» 
lands» forests and groves that have 
for centuries formed part of the 
charm of rural England are disappear­ 
ing.

It Is expected that by the middle of 
this summer the British government 
will be converting trees into lumber 
at the rate of 6,000,000 tons per an­ 
num. The old, careful methods of Eu« 
rope, by which trees which had passed 
their prime were selected and indi­ 
vidually chopped down, leaving the 
forest undisturbed, are being replaced 
by a style of lumbering more familiar 
here, says the Rochester Times-Union. 
Canadian lumberjacks are swinging 
their axes in the New Forest and 
many other historic tracts, cutting a 
wide swath in much the same fashion 
as in the W’oods of British Columbia 
or northern Ontario. 
Over in France, American forestry 
regiments are making a similar sweep 
through the woodlands. In Great Brit­ 
ain replanting has followed the lum­ 
berman, but it will take a century 
fully to cover the scars. 
In France 
there has been no chance to pay at­ 
tention to anything but getting wThat 
W’as needed for the war.

the service. There is less danger- !n 
attacking aa enemy's aircraft. 


Nevertheless, I hrul' made up mv 


mind to cither get those balloons or 
make them descend, and I only* limped 
that they would stay on the job until 
I had a chance at thorn. 


When or.r two hours' duty was up, 


therefore, I dropped out of the forma- 
tion as we crossed the Hues aad turned 
back again. 


I was at a height of 15.000 feor, con- 


siderably higher than the balloons. 
Shutting my motor off, I dropped clow n 
through tha clouds, thinking to find 
the balloons at about live or six. miles 
behind the German lines. 


.Tust as I came out of tho clone! 


banks I saw below me, about a thou- 
sand feet, a two-seater hostile ma- 
chine doing artillery observation and 
directing the German guns. This was 
at a point about four miles behind the 
German linos. 


Evidently tho Gorman artillery saw 


me and put out ground signals to at- 
tract the Hun machine's attention, for 
I s-iw the observer quit his work and 
grab his gun, while their pilot stuck 
the nose of his machine straight 
down. 


But they were too late to escape me. 


I was diving towai-cl them at a speed 
of probably two hundred milos an 
hour, shooting all the time as fast as 
possible. 
Their only chance lay in 


the possibility that the force of my 
drive might break my wings. I kr.ow 
my danger in that direction, but as 
?oon j.;5 I came out of my dive tho 
Ili-ns would Iiuve their chance to got 
nie, and I know I had to get thorn firs-t 
aad take a chance on my wings hold- 
ing out. 


Fortunately some of my first bullets 


.found their nir.rk, and I was able to 
come out of my dive ot about four 
thousand feet. They never came cut 
t! theirs: 
, But right f.-:«u came the hottest sit- 


uation in the air I had ever experi- 
enced up to that time. The depth of 
my dive had brought me within reach 
of the machine guns from the gro.und, 
and they also put a barrage around me 
of shrapnel from antiaircraft 
guns 


and I had an opportunity to "ride the 
barrage," as they call it in the R. F. C. 
To make the situation more interest- 
ing, they began shooting "naming on- 
ions" at me. 
"Flaming onions" are 


rockets shot from a rocket gun. They 
are used to hit a machine when it is 
flying low, and they are effective np 
to about five thousand feet. 
Some- 


times they are shot up one after an- 
other in strings of about eight, and 
they are one of the hardest things to 
go through. 
If they hit the machine, 


it is bound to catch fire and then the 
jig is up. 


AH the time, tO*>, I was being at- 


tnrked by '•Archie"—the antiaircraft 
gun. 
I escaped the machine guns and 


the "flaming onions," but "Archie," the 
antiaircraft fire, got me four or five 
times. 
Every time a bullet plugged 


me, or rather my machine, it made a 
loud bang, on account of the tension 
on the material covering the wings. 


Kone of their shots- hurt me until 


I was about a mile from our lines, and 
then they hit my motor. Fortunately, 
I still had altitude enough to drift on 
to our own side of the lines, for my 
motor was completely out of commis- 
sion. 
They just raised the dickens 


with rne all the time I was descend- 
ing and I began to think I would 
strike the ground before crossing the 
line, but there was a slight wind in 
my favor, and it carried me two miles 
behind our lines. There the balloons 
I had gone out to get had the satisfac- 
tion of "pin-pointing" rue. 
Through 


,thc directions which they were able to 
give to their artillery they commenced 
shelling my machine where it lay. 


This particular work is to direct the 


fire of their artillery, and they are 
used just as the artillery observation, 
airplanes are. 
Usually two men are 


stationed in each balloon. They ascend 
to a height of several thousand feet 
about five miles behind their own lines 
and are equipped with wireless and 
.signaling apparatus. 
They watch the 


burst of their own artillery, check up 
the position, get the range, and direct 
the next shot. 


When conditions are favorable they 


are able to direct the shots so accu- 
'•a*-ely that it is quick work destroying 
the object of their attack. It was such 
a balloon as this that got my position, 
marked me out, called for an artillery 
shot, and they conin.enced shelling my 
machine where it lay. If I had got 
tho two balloons instead of the air- 
plane, I probably would not have lost 
my machine, for he would in all proba- 
bility have gone on home and not both- 
ered about getting my rr.nge and caus- 
ing the destruction of my machine. 


I landed in a part of the country 


that was literally covered with shell 
holes. 
Fortunately my machine was 


not badly damaged by the forced land- 
ing. 
I leisurely got out, walked around 


it to see what the damage was, and 
concluded that it cou'd be easily re- 
paired. In fact, I thought if I could 
find a s-pace long enough between shell 
holes to get a start before leaving the 
ground that I would be able to fly on 
from th^re. 


I was still examining my plane and 


considering tha matter of a few slight 
repairs, without any particular thought 
for my own safety in that unprotected 
spot, when a shell came whizzing 
through the air, knocked me to the 
ground and landed a fow feet away. 
It had no sooner struck than I made 
a run for cover and crawled into a 
shell hole. I would have liked to get 
farther away, but I didn't know where 
the next shell would burpt, and I 
thought I was fairly safe there, so I 
squatted down and let them blase 
away. 


The only dam ago T suffered 
was 


from the mud which splattered up in 
my face and over my clothes. That 
was my introduction to a fhcll hole, 
and I resolved right ti.oro that tho in- 
fantry could ha\e all the shell-hole 
fighting they wanted, but it did not 
appeal to me, though they live in them 
through many a long night and I had 
only sought shelter there for a fow 
1:1 i mi tea. 


Aftor the Germans had completely 


demolished my machine and ceased 
firing. I waited there a short time, 
fearing perhaps they might send over 
a lucky .shot, hoping to get me after 
all. 
But evidently they concluded 


enough shells had boon wasted on one 
man. I crawled out cautiously, shook 
the mud off, and I looked over in the 
direction where my machine had once 
been. There wasn't enough left for a 
decent souvenir, but never Hi eless I got 


a few, "such as they were," and read- 
ily observing that nothing could be 
done with what was left, I made my 
way back to Infantry 
headquarters, 


where I was able to telephone in a 
report 


A little later one of our automo- 


biles came out after me and took me 
back to our airdrome. 
Most of my 


squadron thought I was lost beyond 
doubt, and never expected to see me 
again; but my friend, Paul Raney, had 
held out that I was all right, and as 
I was afterwards told, said, "Don't 
send for another pilot r that Irishman 
will be back, if he has to walk."

One of the men in 
the squadron told me that I had bet- 
ter not take those chances; that it 
was going to be a long war and I 
would have plenty of opportunities to 
be killed without deliberately "wishing 
them on" .myself. Later I was to learn 
the truth of his statement. 


That night my "flight"—each squad- 


ron is divided into three flights, con- 
sisting of sir men each—got ready to 
go out again. As I started to put on 
my tunic I noticed that I was not 
marked up for duty as usual. 


I asked the commanding officer, a 


major, what the reason for that was, 
and he replied that he thought I had 
done enough for one day. 
However, 


I knew that if I did not go, someone 
else from another "flight" would have 
to take my place, and I insisted upon 
going up with my patrol as usual, and 
the major reluctantly consented. Had 
he known what was in store for me, I 
am sure he "•ouldn't have changed his 
mind so readily. 


As it was we had only five machines 


for this patrol, anyway, because as we 
crossed the lines one of them had to 
drop out on account of motor trouble. 
Our patrol was up at 8 p. nx, and up 
to within ten minutes of that hour it 
had been entirely uneventful. 


At 7:50 p. m,, however, while we 


were flying at-a height of 33,000 feet, 
we observed three other English ma- 
chines which were about 3,000 feet 
below us pick a fight with nine Hun 
machines. 


I kuew right then that we were in 


for it, because I could see over toward 
the ocean a whole flock of Hun ma- 
chines which evidently had escaped 
the attention of our scrappy country- 
men below us. 


So we dove down on those nine 
Huns. 


At first the fight was fairly even. 


There were eight of us to nine of them. 
But soon the other machines which I 
had seen in the distance, and which 
were flying even higher than we were, 
arrived on the scene, and when they. 
in, turn, dove dow n on us, there was 
just twenty of them to our eight! 


Four of them singled me out. I was 


diving, and they dived right down after 
me, shooting as they came. 
Their 


tracer bullets were coming closer to 
me every moment. These tracer bul- 
lets are balls of fire which enable the 
shooter to follow the course his bul- 
lets are taking and to correct his aim 
accordingly. They do no more harm 
to a pilot if he is hit than an ordinary 
bullet, but if they hit the petrol tank, 
good night! When a machine catches 
fire in flight there is no way of put- 


ting It out It takes loss than a min- 
ute for the fabric to burn off the wings 
and then the machine drops like an 
arrow, leaving a trail of smoke like a 
comet. 


As their tracer bullets came closer 


and closer to me I realized that my 
chances of escape were nil. Their very 
next shot, I foil, must hit me. 


Once, some days before, when I was 


flying over the line, I had watched a 
tight above me. 
A Gorman machine 


was set on fire, and dived down 
through our formation in flames ou its 
way to the ground. Tho Hun was div- 
ing at such a sharp angle that both 
his ivings came off, and as he passed 
within a few hundred feet of me I saw 
the look of horror on his face. 


Now, when I expected any moment 


to suffer a similar fate, I could not 
help thinking of that poor Hun's last 
look of agony.

His white face and startled eyes I 


He know beyond ques- 
tion that his last moment hail come, 
because his position prevented his tak- 
ing aim at me, while my gun pointed 
straight at him. My first tracer bullet 
passed within a yard of his head, tho 
second looked as if it hit his shoulder, 
the third struck him in the neck, and 
then I let htm ha\e the whole works, 
and he went dow n in a spinning nose 
dive. 


All this time the three other Hun 


machines were shooting away at mo. 
I could hear the bullets striking my 
machine one after another. I hadn't 
t'-e slightest idea that I could ever 
beat off those three Huns, but there 
v, as nothing for me to do but fight, and 
my hands were full. 


In fighting, your machine is drop- 


ring, dropping all the time. I glanced 
at my instruments, and my altitude 
was between 8,000 and 9,000 foot. 
While I w;as still looking at the in- 
struments, the whole blamed works 
disappeared. A burst of bullets wont 
into the instrument board and blew 
it to smithereens, another bullet wont 
through my upper lip, came out of the 
roof of my mouth and lodged in my 
throat, and the nest thing I knew was 
v hen I came to in a German hospital 
the following rurvning at five o'clock, 
German time.

The hospital m whii.h I found my- 


s If on the morning aftor my capture 
was a private house made of brick, 
very lowland dirty, and not at all 
a Uptod for use as a hospital.

the metal identification dusk ou im 
wrist bore the inscription : 


"P. O'B. 


U. S. A. 
n. F. c." 


Although I was suffering Intense 


agony, the doctor, who spoke perfect 
English, insisted upon conversing with 
mo. 


"You may be all right as a sports- 


man," he declared, ''but you are a 
d 
d murderer just the same for be- 


ing here. You Americans who got into 
this thing before America came into 
the war are no better than common 
murderers and you ought to be treated 
the same way!" 


The wound in my mouth made it im- 


possible for me to answer him, and I 
was suffering too much pa.ii to be 
hurt very much by anything he could 
say. 


He asked me if I would like an

I had boon in it 
but a hhort time, and now I would bo 
a prisoner for the duration of the war! 


Tho next clay some German fljing 


offir-ors visited n;e, and I must say they 
treated me w i t h great consideration. 
They told mo of tho man I had brought 
down. They said he was a I3a\arian 
and a fairly good pilot. They ga\e me 
his hat a« a souvenir ami compliment- 
ed me on the fi^ht I had put up. 


My 
helmet, 
w h i c h 
was 
of 
soft 


leather, was split from fiont to b.u-k 
by a bullet from a m:icliino gun, and 
they examined it with groat interest. 
When they brought me my uniform I 
found that the star of mv rank which 
liad been on my light .shoulder strap 
had boon shot off clean. The one on 
my left shoulder strap they asked me 
for ab a souvenir, as also my 11. F. C. 


ciuos, which I gave them. They al- 


o\\ed mo to keep my "w mgs," which 
I wore on my left breast, because they 
wore aware that that is the proudest 
possession of a r.nti.-h fhing officer. 


I flunk I am light in saving that the 


only chivalry in this war on the Ger- 
nan side of the tronehos has boon dis- 
piajed by the officers of the German 
l.\:ng corps, which comprises the pick 
f Germany. They pointed out to me 
that I and my comrades wore fighting

To make the situation more Interest­ 
ing, they began shooting “flaming on­ 
ions” at me. 
“Flaming onions” are 
rockets shot from a rocket gun. They 
are used to hit a machine when it is 
flying low, and they are effective up 
to about five thousand feet. 
Some­ 
times they are shot up one after an­ 
other in strings of about eight, and 
they are one of the hardest things to 
go through. If they hit the machine, 
it is bound to catch fire and then the 
jig is up. 
All the time, tr*>, I was being at­ 
tacked by “Archie”—the antiaircraft 
gun. I escaped the machine guns and 
the “flaming onions,” but “Archie,” the 
antiaircraft fire, got me four or five 
times. 
Every time a bullet plugged 
me, or rather my machine, it made a 
loud bang, on account of the tension 
on the material covering the wings. 
None of their shots* hurt me until 
I w as about a mile from our lines, and 
then they hit my motor. Fortunately, 
I still had altitude enough to drift on 
to our own side of the lines, for my 
motor was completely out of commis­ 
sion. 
They just raised the dickens 
with me all the time I was descend­ 
ing, and I began to think I would 
strike the ground before crossing the 
line, but there was a slight wind in 
my favor, and it carried me two miles 
behind our lines. 
There the balloons 
I had gone out to get had the satisfac­ 
tion of “pin-pointing” me. 
Through 
,the directions which they were able to 
give to their artillery they commenced 
shelling my machine where it lay. 
This particular work Is to direct the 
fire of their artillery, and they are 
used just as the artillery observation 
airplanes are. 
Usually two men are 
stationed in each balloon. They ascend 
to a height of several thousand feet 
about five miles behind their own lines 
and are equipped with wireless and 
signaling apparatus. They watch the 
burst of their own artillery, check up 
the position, get the range, and direct 
the next shot. 
When conditions are favorable they 
are able to direct the shots so accu­ 
rately that it is quirk work destroying 
the object of their attack. It was such 
a balloon as this that got my position, 
marked me out, called for an artillery 
shot, and they commenced shelling my 
machine where it lay. 
If I had got 
the two balloons instead of the air­ 
plane, I probably would not have lost 
my machine, for he would in all proba­ 
bility have gone on home and not both­ 
ered about getting my range and caus­ 
ing the destruction of my machine. 
I landed in a part of the country 
that was literally covered with shell 
holes. 
Fortunately my machine was 
not badly damaged by the forced land­ 
ing. I leisurely got out, walked around 
it to see what the damage was, and 
concluded that it could be easily re­ 
paired. 
In fact, I thought if I could 
find a space long enough hoi ween shell 
holes to get a start before leaving the 
ground that I would be able to fly on 
from there. 
I was still examining my plane and 
considering the matter of a few slight 
repairs, without any particular thought 
for my own safety in that unprotected 
spot, when a shell came whizzing 
through the air, knocked me to the 
ground and landed a few feet away. 
It had no sooner struck than I made 
a run for cover and crawled into a 
shell hole. I would have liked to get 
farther away, but I didn’t know where 
the next shell would burst, and I 
thought I was fairly safe there, so I 
squatted down and let them blaze 
away. 
The only damage I suffered was 
from the mud which splattered up in 
my face and over my clothes. 
That 
was my Introduction to a shell hole, 
and I resolved right there that the in­ 
fantry could have all the shell-hole 
fighting they wanted, but it did not 
appeal to me, though they live in them 
through many a long night and I had 
only sought shelter there for a few 
minutes. 
After the Germans had completely 
demolished my machine and ceased 
firing, I waited there a short time, 
fearing perhaps they might send over 
a lucky shot, hoping to get me after 
all. 
But evidently they concluded 
enough shells had been wasted on one 
man. I crawled out cautiously, shook 
the mud off, and I looked over in the 
direction where my machine had ouce 
been. There wasn’t enough left for a 
decent souvenir, but nevertheless J got 


a few, “such as they were,” and read­ 
ily observing that nothing could be 
done with what was left, I made my 
way back to infantry headquarters, 
where I was able to telephoue in a 
report 
A little later one of our automo­ 
biles came out after me and took me 
back to our airdrome. 
Moat of my 
squadron thought I was lost beyond 
doubt, and never expected to see me 
again; but my friend, Paul Raney, had 
held out that I was all right, and as 
I was afterwards told, said, “Don’t 
send for another pilot ;x that Irishman 
will be back, If he has to walk.” And 
he knew that the only thing that kept 
mo from walking was the fact that our 
own automobile had been sent out to 
bring me home. 
I had lots to think about that day, 
and I had learned many things; one 
was not to have too much confidence 
in my own ability. One of the men in 
the squadron told me that I had bet­ 
ter not take those chances; that it 
was going to be a long war and I 
would have plenty of opportunities to 
be killed without deliberately “wishing 
them on”.myself. Later I was to learn 
the truth of his statement. 
That night my “flight”—each squad­ 
ron is divided into three flights, con­ 
sisting of six men each—got ready to 
go out again. As I started to put on 
my tunic I noticed that I wTas not 
marked up for duty as usual. 
I asked the commanding officer, a 
major, what the reason for that was, 
and he replied that he thought I had 
done enough for one day. 
However, 
I knew that If I did not go, someone 
else from another “flight” would have 
to take my place, and I insisted upon 
going up with my patrol as usual, and 
the major reluctantly consented. Ilad 
he known what was in store for me, I 
am sure he w ouldn’t have changed his 
mind so readily. 
As it was we had only five machines 
for this patrol, anyway, because as wre 
crossed the lines one of them had to 
drop out on account of motor trouble. 
Our patrol was up at S p. in., and up 
to within ten lyinutes of that hour it 
had been entirely uneventful. 
At 7:50 p. m., however, while we 
were flying at a height of 13,000 feet, 
we observed three other English ma­ 
chines which were about 3,000 feet 
below us pick a fight with nine Hun 
machines. 
I knew right then that we were In 
for it, because I could see over toward 
the ocean a wiiole flock of Hun ma­ 
chines which evidently had escaped 
the attention of our scrappy country­ 
men below us. 
»So we dove down on those nine 
Huns. 
At first the fight was fairly even. 
There were eight of us to nine of them. 
But soon the other machines which I 
had seen in the distance, and which 
were flying even higher than wre were, 
arrived on the scene, and wiicn they, 
In turn, dove down on us, there wfas 
just twenty of them to our eight I 
Four of them singled me out. I wras 
diving, and they dived right down after 
me, shooting as they came. 
Their 
tracer bullets were coming closer to 
me every moment. These tracer bul­ 
lets are balls of fire which enable the 
shooter to follow the course his bul­ 
lets are taking and to correct his aim 
accordingly. 
They do no more harm 
to a pilot if he is hit than an ordinary 
bullet, but If they hit the petrol tank, 
good night! When a machine catches 
lire in flight there is no way of put- 


CHAPTER IV. 


Clipped Wings. 
The hospital in which I found my- 
s if on the morning after my capture 
was a private house made of brick, 
very low 'and dirty, and not at all 
adapted for use as a hospital. It had 
evidently been used but a few days on 
account of the big push that was tak­ 
ing place at that time of the year, and 
in all probability would be abandoned 
as soon as they had found a better 
place. 
In all, the house contained four 
rooms and a stable, which was by far 
the largest of all. 
Although I never 
looked into this “wing” of the hospital, 
I was told that it, too, was filled with 
patients lying on beds of straw around 
on the ground. I do not know whether 
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ting it out It takes loss than a min­ 
ute for the fabric to burn off the wings 
and then the machine drops like an 
arrow, leaving a trail of smoke like a 
comet. 
As their tracer bullets came closer 
and closer to me I realized that my 
chances of escape were nil. Their very 
next shot, I folc, must hit mo. 
Once, some days before, when I was 
flying over the line, I had whtched a 
fight above me. 
A German machine 
was set on fire, and dived down 
through our formation in flames on its 
way to the ground. The Hun >vas div­ 
ing at such a sharp angle that both 
his wings came off, and as he passed 
within a few hundred feet of me I sawT 
the look of horror on his face. 
Now, when I expected any moment 
to suffer a similar fate, I could not 
help thinking of that poor Hun’s last 
look of agony. 
I realized that my only chance lay 
in making an Immelman turn. 
This 
maneuver wras invented by a Germau— 
one of the greatest who ever flew and 
who was killed in action sometime be­ 
fore. This turn, which I made success­ 
fully, brought one of their machines 
right in front of me, and as he sailed 
along barely ten yards away, I “had 
the drop” on him, and he knew it. 
His white face and startled eyes I 
can still see. He knew beyond ques­ 
tion that his last moment had come, 
because his position prevented his tak­ 
ing aim at me, wiiile my gun pointed 
straight at him. My first tracer bullet 
passed within a yard of his head, the 
second looked as if it hit his shoulder, 
the third struck him in the neck, and 
then I let him have the whole works, 
and he went down in a spinning nose 
dive. 
All this time the three other Hun 
machines were shooting away at me. 
I could hear the bullets striking my 
machine one after another. 
I hadn’t 
the slightest idea Hint I could ever 
beat off those three Huns, but there 
was nothing for me to do but fight, and 
my hands were full. 
In fighting, your machine is drop­ 
ping, dropping ail the time. I glanced 
at my instruments, and my altitude 
was between S,000 and 9,000 feet. 
While I wras still looking at the in­ 
struments, the whole blamed works 
disappeared. A burst of bullets went 
into the instrument board and bhnv 
it to smithereens, another bullet wrent 
through my upper lip, came out of the 
roof of my mouth and lodged in my 
throat, and the next tiling I knew was 
viien I came to in a German hospital 
the following morning at five o’clock, 
German time. 
I was a prisoner of war. 
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they, too, wete officers or privates. 
The room In which I found myself 
contained eight beds, three of which 
were occupied by wounded German of­ 
ficers, 
The other rooms, I Imagined, 
had about the same number of beds as 
mine* There were no Red Cross nurses 
in attendance, Just orderlies, for this 
was only an emergency hospital and 
too near the firing line for nurses. The 
orderlies were not old men nor very 
young boys, as I had expected to find, 
but young men in the prime of life, 
who evidently had been medical stu­ 
dents. One or two of them, I discov­ 
ered, wero able to talk English, but 
for some reason they would not talk. 
Perhaps they were forbidden by the 
officer in charge to do so. 
In addition to the bullet wound in 
my mouth I had a swelling from my 
forehead to the back of my head al­ 
most as big as my shoo—and that is 
saying considerable. 
I couldn’t move 
an inch without suffering intense pain, 
and when the doctor told me that I 
had no bones broken I wondered how 
a fellow would feel who had. 
German officers visited 
me 
that 
morning and told me that my machine 
went down in a spinning nose dive 
from a height of between 8,000 and 
9,000 feet, and they had the surprise 
of their lives when they discovered 
that I had not been dashed to pieces. 
They had to cut me out of my machine, 
which was riddled with shots and shat­ 
tered to bits. 
A German doctor removed the bullet 
from my throat, and the first thing ho 
said to me when I came to was, “You 
are an American!” 
There was no denying it, because 
the metal identification disk on my 
wrist bore the inscription: 
“P. O’R. 
U. S. A. 
R. F. C.” 
Although I was suffering Intense 
agony, the doctor, who spoke perfect 
English, insisted upon conversing with 
me. 
“You may be all right as a sports­ 
man,” he declared, “but you are a 
d----- d murderer just the same for be­ 
ing here. You Americans who got into 
this thing before America came into 
the war are no better than common 
murderers and you ought to be treated 
the same w ay!” 
The wround In my mouth made It Im­ 
possible for me to answer him, and I 
was suffering too much pain to be 
hurt very much by anything he could 
say. 
lie asked me if I would like an 
apple! 
I could just as easily have 
eaten a brick. 
When he got no answers out of me, 
he walked away disgustedly. 
“You don’t have to worry any more,” 
he declared, as a parting shot. 
“For 
you the war Is over.” 
I was given a little broth later in 
the day, and as I began to collect my 
thoughts I wondered what had hap­ 
pened to my comrades in the battle 
which lmd resulted so disastrously to 
me. As I began to realize my plight 
I worried less about my physical con­ 
dition than the fact that, as the doc- 
tod had pointed out, for me the war 
was practically over. I had been In it 
but a short time, and now I would be 
a prisoner for the duration of the war! 
The next day some German flying 
officers visited me, and I must say they 
treated me with great consideration. 
They told me of the man I had brought 
down. They said he was a Bavarian 
and a fairly good pilot.«,. They gave me 
his hat as a souvenir and compliment­ 
ed me on the fight I had put up. 
My 
helmet, 
which 
was of soft 
leather, W'as split from front to back 
by a bullet from a machine gun, and 
they examined it with great interest. 
When they brought me my uniform I 
found that the star of my rank which 
lmd been on my right shoulder strap 
lmd been shot off clean. The one on 
my left shoulder strap they asked me 
for as a souvenir, as also my It. F. C. 
badges, which I gave them, They al­ 
lowed me to keep my “wings,” which 
I wore on my left breast, because they 
were aware that that is the proudest 
possession of a British flying officer. 
I think I am right in saying that the 
only chivalry in this war on the Ger­ 
man side of the trenches has been dis­ 
played by the officers of the German 
flying corps, which comprises the pkrk 
of Germany. They pointed out to me 
that I and my comrades were fighting 
purely for the love of if, whereas they 
were fighting in defense of their coun­ 
try, but still, they said, they admired 
us for our sportsmanship. I lmd a no­ 
tion to ask them if dropping bombs on 
London and killing so many innocent , 
people was in defense of their country, 
but I was in no position or condition 
to pick a quarrel at that time. 
That same day a German officer w*as 
brought into the hospital and put in 
the bunk next to mine. 
Of course I 
casually looked at him, but did not 
pay particular attention to him at that 
time. 
He lay there for three or four 
hours before I did take a real good 
look at him. 
I was positive that he 
could not speak English, and naturally 
I did not say anything to him. 
Once 
when I looked over in his direction his 
eyes were on me, and to my surprise 
he said, very sarcastically, “What the 
U—i 
jyij looking if" and thea 


j smiled. 
At this tftna f was Just b * 
ginning to say a few words, as mf 
wound had prevented me from tahJnf, 
but I said enough to let him know 
what I W’as doing there and how I 
happened to be there. 
He evidently 
had hoard my story from some of the 
others, though, because he said it was 
too had I had not broken my neck; 
that ho did not have much sympathy 
with the flying corps anyway. 
Ho 
asked me what part of America I came 
from, and I told him “California.” 
After 
a 
few 
more 
questions 
he 
learned that I hailed from San Fran­ 
cisco, and then added to my distress 
by saying, “How would you like to 
have a good, juicy steak right out of 
the Ilofbrau?” 
Naturally I told him 
it would “hit the spot,” but I hardly 
thought my mouth was in shape just 
then to eat It. 
I Immediately asked, 
of course, what he knew about the 
Ilofbrau, and he replied, “I was con­ 
nected with the place a good many 
years, and I ought to know all about 
It.” 
After thnt this Gorman officer and 
I became rather chummy; that is, as 
far as I could be chummy with an 
enemy, and we whiled away a good 
many long hours talking about the 
days w'e had spent in San Francisco, 
and frequently In the conversation one 
of us would mention some prominent 
Californian, or some little incident oc­ 
curring there, with which %ve wero 
both familiar. 
lie told me when war was declared 
he was, of course, Intensely patriotic 
and thought the only thing for him to 
do was to go back and aid in the de­ 
fense of his country. 
He found that 
he could not go directly from San 
Francisco, because the water was too 
well guarded by the English, sa he 
boarded a boat for South America. 
There ho obtained a forged passport 
and in the guise of a Montevldean took 
passage for New York and from there 
to England. 
ITe passed through England without 
any difficulty on his forged passporf, 
but concluded not to risk going to Hol­ 
land for fear of exciting too much sus­ 
picion, so went down through 
the 
Strait of Gibraltar to Italy, which w^as 
neutral at that time, up to Austri.i,

and thence to Germany. He said when 
they put in at Gibraltar, after leaving 
England, 
there were 
two suspect* 
taken off the ship, men that ho wfa* 
sure were neutral subjects, but much 
to his relief his owfn passport and cre­ 
dentials were examined and passed 
O. Iv. 
Tho, Ilun spoke of his voyage from 
America to England as being excep­ 
tionally pleasant, and said lie had n 
fine time, because he associated with 
the English passengers on board, hi.» 
fluent English readily admitting him 
to several spirited arguments on the 
subject of the war, which he keenly 
enjoyecl. One little incident he related 
revealed the remarkable tact which 
our enemy displayed in his associa­ 
tions at sea, which no doubt resulted 
advantageously for him. 
As he ex­ 
pressed it, he “made a hit” one evening 
when the crow’d has assembled for a 
little music by suggesting that they 
sing “God Save the King.” Thereafter 
his popularity was assured and the de­ 
sired effect accomplished, for ver> 
soon a French officer came up to him 
and said, “It’s too bad that England 
and ourselves haven't men in our army 
like you,” It was too bad, he agreed, 
in telling me about it, because he was 
confident he could have done a wiiole 
lot more for Germany if he had been 
in the English army. In spite of his 
apparent loyalty, however, the man 
didn’t seem very enthusiastic over tlio 
war and frankly admitted one day that 
the old political battles waged in Cali­ 
fornia were much more to his liking 
than the battles he had gone through 
over here. 
On second thought he 
laughed as though it wTere a good joke, 
but he evidently intended me to infer 
that he had taken a keen interest in 
politics in San Francisco. 


From his prison, O’Brien wit» 
nesses a thrilling air battle, 
which results in the death of his 
chum, who is shot down by a 
German flyer.
